York, filed two 'briefs at the Treasury 
Department, alleging that shp is exempt 
from the payment of duty on about

as a resident of England and Is per- 
mitted, under tho law. to brinj? into 
the country her personal belongings 
without, paying duty. The officials at 
Boston held last Saturday 
that 
the 


jewelrj- was dutiable, because her hiiR- 
band Is -a. registered voter In New York 
city. 


In her petition Mrs. Thompson says 


ffho haa resided In London 
for 
thu 


past eight years, making occasional 
trips to 'New York and Newport, and 
that tho law providing that American 
residents returning home shall be al- 
lowed only $100 personal belongings 
does not apply In nor case Under tlio 
law, as explained in one of the brlefa, 
a parson, not an American resident is 
not liable to pay on personal belongings. 
The exnct amount is not fixed, but the
